AN Acrt concerning municipal elections and election related matters; re-
lating to advance ballots; amending K.S.A. 72-1073, 72-1088, 72-1133,
72-1138 and 80-202 and K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 25-1124, 25-21a03 and 25-
2701 and repealing the existing sections.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas:

Section 1. K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 25-1124 is hereby amended to read as
follows: 25-1124. (a) Upon receipt of the advance voting ballot, the vot-
er shall cast such voter’s vote as follows: The voter shall make a cross
or check mark in the square or parentheses opposite the name of each
candidate or question for whom the voter desires to vote. The voter
shall make no other mark, and shall allow no other person to make any
mark, upon such ballot. If the advance voting ballot was transmitted by
mail, the voter personally shall place the ballot in the ballot envelope
bearing the same number as the ballot and seal the envelope. The voter
shall complete the form on the ballot envelope and shall sign the same.
Except as provided by K.S.A. 25-2908, and amendments thereto, the
ballot envelope shall be mailed or otherwise transmitted to the county
election officer. If the advance voting ballot was transmitted to the voter
in person in the office of the county election officer or at a satellite ad-
vance voting site, the voter may deposit such ballot into a locked ballot
box without an envelope.
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(b) The county election officer shall attempt to contact each person who
submits an advance voting ballot where there is no signature or where the
signature does not match with the signature on file and allow such voter the
opportunity to correct the deficiency before the commencement of the final
county canvass.

(c) Any voter who has an illness or physical disability or who is
not proficient in reading the English language and is unable to apply
for or mark or transmit an advance voting ballot, or any voter who

officer by the voter or by another person designated in writing by the
voter, except if the voter has a disability preventing the voter from writ-
ing and signing a statement, the written and signed statement required
by subsection-d} (e) shall be sufficient.

(c) The board shall have authority to prescribe courses of study for
each year of the school program and to adopt rules and regulations for
teaching in the school district and general government thereof, and to
approve and adopt suitable textbooks and study material for use there-
in subject to the plans, methods, rules and regulations of the state board
of education.

(d) The board may provide legal counsel at district expense to any
members of the board of education, or school district officers or em-
ployees who are sued in situations relating to and arising out of the per-
formance of their office or employment. No teacher or other employ-
ment contract shall make reference to or incorporate the provisions of
this subsection, nor shall the provisions of this subsection be construed
as fo be any part of the consideration of employment of any teacher,
officer or other employee of the board.

(e) (1) Theboard may transact all school district business and adopt
policies that the board deems appropriate to perform its constitutional
duty to maintain, develop and operate local public schools.

(2) The power granted by this subsection shall not be construed to
relieve a board from compliance with state law.

The power granted by this subsection shall not be construed to re-
lieve any other unit of government of its duties and responsibilities
which that are prescribed by law, nor to create any responsibility on the
part of a school district to assume the duties or responsibilities-which
that are required of another unit of government.

(3) The board shall exercise the power granted by this subsection
by resolution of the board of education.

Sec. 8. K.S.A. 72-1088 is hereby amended to read as follows: 72-
1088. The issue of the change of method of election or voting plan, or

both in any school dlstrlct may be—made—rn—ﬂﬁe—maﬂﬂer-prmﬂded—m

submitted to voters at any primary election or general election as defined in
K.S.A. 25-2502, and amendments thereto, or at a special election called for
such purpose. If approved by voters, the new method of election and voting
plan in-streh the school district shall be followed in the election of mem-
bers next following-streh the change and shall continue in force until
again changed in the manner provided in this act. Change of method
of election or voting plan shall not shorten the term of any member
serving on the board at the time the change is made, and the county
election officer shall not submit to election any plan of change which
violates this prohibition.
